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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the real multi-tap 
frequency domain equalizer (FEQ) and 1-tap complex frequency domain equalizer must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

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Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-3, there is no connection between limitations. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gross et al (US 2004//0202259 A1 ) in view of Katleen et al (Per Tone Equalization for 
DMT Based System). 

Regarding claim 1 , Gross et al disclose an improved per tone equalizer for DMT 
modem receiver with reduced complexity comprising: a real multi-tap frequency domain 
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equalizer (see [0040]). Gross et al fail to disclose a 1-tap complex frequency domain 
equalizer. 

Katleen et al disclose a 1-tap complex frequency domain equalizer wherein the 
multi-tap equalizer operates on v number of FFT outputs of each individual tone (see 
page 112). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to utilize the 1-tap complex frequency domain equalizer as 
taught by Katleen et al into the teachings of Gross et al for operating on number of FFT 
outputs for each individual tone. The motivation would compensate for the channel 
amplitude and phase effects (see page 109 "INTRODUCTION"). 

Claims 2-3 are similar to claim 1 , Gross et al also disclose a time domain 
equalizer (see Figure 2, a time domain equalizer 100). 

Double Patenting 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 
645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In 
re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 
528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321© may be used 
to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
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ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

7. Claims 4 and 8 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 , 5, 8, 14, 15 
and 18 of co-pending Application 10/229,652. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because claims 4, 8 of the 
instant application merely broadens the scope of the claims 1 , 5, 8, 14, 15 and 18 of the 
co-pending Application 10/229,652 by eliminating the elements and their functions of 
claims of the above U.S. Patents. It has been held that the omission an element and its 
function is an obvious expedient if the remaining elements perform the same function as 
before. In re Karlson, 136 USPQ 184 (CCPA). Also note Ex parte Rainu, 168 USPQ 
375 (Bd.App.1969); omission of a reference element whose function is not needed 
would be obvious to one skilled in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 5-7, 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Redfern et al (US 203/0091 133 A1) disclose multi path equalization for multi- 
carrier systems. 

Nedic (U.S. Patent 7,058,141 A1) discloses MLSE decoding of PRS inter-bin 
interference in receiver-end windowed DMT system.
